At the Marine Court this morning, before the 
Hon, L. A. Burnes Lawrence (Harbour Master), 
the case in which Wony Liu Shing, master of 
the launch /.a/ He, was prosecuted for causing 
a collision in the harbour on the 16th inst. was 
resumed, it will) be remembssed that, an 
consequence of a collision with H.M.S. //ard, 
a woman, who was a passenger on the linoch, 
disappeared into the sea, and the case was re 
manded pending a search for herbody. When 
the cuse was cabled on this moraing, Inspector 
Langley stated that the bo ly had not been re: 
covered, though the barbour had been dredged 
and tharougbly searched. 

C muander Robert * ew on, of ihe torpedo: 
boat desiroyer Afar/, deposed that on the day 
of the collision he saw the Aaf He on his port 
bow, about three bumlred yards aways. He 
watched her very carefuily, wnt she gt so 
close that he saw a collision was inevitable | 
He was watching her ta sce what she was po ing 
todo. As far as he could see the launch did 
not aller her course or check her speed. Un 
that account witness stopped bis own vessel 
and went full speed astern, so that he was 
thov.ng, at the time of the collision, ata speed 
uf about two knots, One minute after the col- 
hion he stop ed dead. ‘The nnpact took place 
about 30 feet from the stem, an the pprt side, 
he craft heing 194 feet long. Witness dd not 
alter his helm aftee seeing the other vessel, but 
kept on a siraight steady course, as it was the 
duty of the other boat to get out of the way, 
The launch blew her whistle-- one or two blasts, 
but witness did not take it as any kind of warn- 
Ing, as, According to the rule of the road at sea, 
he was keeping straight on his course, and the 
blasts from the whisile were not according to 
any recognized or authoieed code of signals. 
The launch hid an awning up, and witness 
could not see the man at the wheel, There 
were a number of passeagers on the launch. 


Lo Tong, the engineer of the Laz Wo, then 
took the stand, and deposed that on the 16th 
tnst,, when the collision occurred he was in the 
engine-room of his bout, and therelore did not 
know anything ab.ut what was occurring. 
The boat was crossing from Yaumati, and 
going at full speed, He kept up full speed 
all the way, until be beard the bell ting and then 
healteredthespeedtohalf-speed. Whenthecol- 
liston occurred he wentastera. He had stopped 
the engines before the collision, Beforethat he 
had been keeping her at full speed ahead. The 
engines were stopped about five or six seconds 
before the collision. From the time he lefi 
Yaumati to that moment he did not reduce his 
speed at all, The ringing of one bell signified 
“slow,” and two bells “stop.” He heard two 
bells and stopped hnsengines and the collision 
occurred immediately. afterwards, 


Addressing the accused, the flov. Barnes 
Lawrence said that the case had been clearly 
proved against him, and he could find no ex: 
cuse whatever for him, He had ainple time to 
alter his course and avoid a collision, instead 
of doing which he deliberately kept on, regard: 
tess of his responsibility for the tives of those 
on board his vessel, and he, and heTwone, was 
rt sponaible for the: collision, As master of a 
steam launch he must know ‘regitations in 
force in this colony for sgnalling by the 
whistle, copies of which are supplied to all con. 
cerned at the Harbour Office, and a knowledge 
of which they have to show when examined for 
their certificates, Accused had certainly blown 
a blast, or perhaps two, byt not xccording to 
rules of signalling, ard it was, therefore, mean- 
ingless to the other steamer, beyond Ietting 
her officers know of her presence.
